4,000,000 °” piculs 
of cotton and producing 12,000,000 
pieces of cotton cloth, each of about 
40 yards, and 400,000,000 1b. of yarn. 
Exports of local origin in 1931, the 
latest figure shown, amounted to 
{$806,970.447, coal imports amounted 
fo 3,353,690 tons. The Shanghai 
Power Co. generated 758,686,000 kilo- 
watt hours, the Gas Co, produced 
815,000,000 cu. ft. of gas. “Assessed 
Jand values in the whole of Shanghoi 
‘amounted to about $1,590,000,000, the 
annual rental is estimated at $127.- 
000,000, and it is also estimated "that 
the aggregate of individual incomes 
is certainly not less than $450,000,- 
000 per annum. ‘The figures must 
come as something of a surprise to 
‘those who do not readily grasp. the 
magnitude of the undertakings of 
this big port, which is now estimated 
to rank,-from the point of view %f 
population, as the fifth city inthe 
world, being passed by London, New 
York, Berlin, and Chicago. in that 
order. ‘There are 91250 houses in 
the International Settlement and on, 
municipal roads, and it is thought 
that for all sections the number !s 
probably in the neighbourhood of 
200,000.

Commissioner Evangeline Booth,

Army. Her clovation to the 
supreme command of this parti- 
cularly interesting and important 
organization was something in the 
nature of a foregone conclusion so, 
far as some of the newspapers in 
Great Britain were concerned, for 
almost a month ago they were 
confidently predicting that she 
would eventually obtain the suf- 
frages of the high officers of the 
Army entrusted with the task of 
selecting a leader. How far the: 
appointment of Commissioner: 
Booth to the office originally held 
by her father, and later by 
brother, represents a predomin- 
antly feministic trend in the affairs 
of the Salvation Army it is not 
easy at this distance to ascertain, 
but it is probable that the choice 
represents nothing more than a 
graceful recognition of the great 
part women have played in the for- 
tunes of the Salvation Army, of. 
their equality with their men ‘and 
of belief in ‘their ability to carry 
out the duties of an onerous posi+ 
tion equally as well as their con- 
freres, Newspaper opinion in Bri-

purports to be an amateur organiz~ 
lation. There can be no chame- 
Neon-like qualities about sport. It 
is cither professional or amateur, 
land though it is difficult to differ- 
Jentiate between the two at times, 
it is necessary, more particularly 
with regard to racing, that its 
Jamateur quality, if it is to be 
Jamatcur. should ‘be insisted upon 
in a manner which Ieaves no room 
for even the peradventure of a 
Jdoubt. From the letter written 
by “A Member of the C.J.” it 
jwould seem that the members, as 
‘2 body, have not been consulted 
lwith regard to the transfer which 
‘has apparently been made between 
the two companies. It may not 
Ihave been necessary to do so, but 
the correspondent is right in his 
jcontention that members _ should 
Jhave been informed of the impend- 
{ing change, and that an opportuni— 
ty should have been given mem- 
Bers to decide whether they de- 
sired to continue under the new 
regime or to withdraw from mem- 
bership. There is still time for 
[them to take whatever action they 
desire. ‘They would appear to be

To a certain extent that appears 
to have been done by spontaneous 
jaction on the part of individual 
‘members of the Club. In the eir~ 
jcular issued by the Metropolitan 
[Sporting Association, it is made 
plain that the proposal to hold a 
‘race meeting to be held on Septem- 
ber 8 and 9, has fallen flat be- 
jsause of lack of support. Entry 
forms were sent out to all mem- 
bers of the Club inviting them to

Jeiation. The whole situation is 
obviously one which requires 
clearing up. It may be possible 
to keep the professional trotting 
Jaulite separate and distinct from 
Jamateur racing, but those who 
have the interest of amateur rac- 
ing at heart will undoubtedly feel 
uneasy at the somewhat strange 
companionship it is apparently 
Jsought to form at the Ying Ziang

ism has to come its advent will 
Joe greeted with very considerable 
regret. Its coming will necessitate 
Jan cven stricter control of the 
mateur sport, and there is every 
good reason for suggesting that 
the members of the Chinese Jockey

clear, and while other authorities 
may ‘sooner of later have to take 
the matter into their consideration.

POSTAL STRIKE 


Sept. 7. 

Whatever fancy name may be 
Jgiven to the trouble at present ex 
isting in the Post Office the result 
so far as the general public is con 
jccrned, is precisely the same as it 
there ‘were in fact a complete 





strike. A letter from Messrs. Lane 
Crawford & Co., Lid, published to- 


léay in another column brings that 
fact home. It is reinforced by a state 
iment from another large local firm 
whose daily mail amounts to a 
very considerable volume, and 
which on Wednesday received a 
single letter, and by this office 
where instead of the usual numer- 
lous letters every day, not a 
single missive was sorted into the 
post office box when the usual 
visit was made yesterday morning. 
tt is stated that the discontented 
postal servants are engaged in a 
go slow” sirike, but, if no moze 
letters are” being delivered than 
fsppears in the three cases men- 
tioned above, then the result, and 





that is all the public requires 10 
jiudge by, is that of a complete 
strike. 

‘Whether civil servants can ever 








be justified in striking is a matter 
which has been argued in a large 
Jnumber of countries. ‘There does 
Jnot appear to have been any legls- 
ation enacted against it, but it hes 
been so frowned upon that In most 
services special regard is paid to 
the undesirability of the stoppage 
through strikes of the public ser 
vices, and, generally speaking, ar- 
rangements have been made by 
the ‘higher officials to see that 
Jgenuine complaints receive the 
quickest and most favourable con- 
ideration possible. Whether that 
has been done in this instance is 
ja matter with which this journal 
sin mo way concerned. What is 
of importance to it, however, is 
the fact that the business of one of 
the largest ports of the world 
should be held up because of some 
dispute in which the public has not 
ithe slightest interest save for the 
unfortunate results it ys having 
The whole matter calls for some 
very serious thinking on the part 
Jot the authorities responsible for the 
smooth working of the Postal Ser- 
vice, and it is hoped that every 
possible step will be taken to bring 
Jabout the conclusion of a situa- 
ion which reflects no great amount 
of credit upon a service, which 
has ‘so remarkably good a record 
behind it, 

Tt has been the boast of the ser 
vice that despite conditions _pre- 
vailing in different parts of the 
Jcountry, the postal service has 
jcarried on, due as much to the 
Perfection of organization as to the 
esprit de corps of its personnel. 
It is notorious that for some time! 
prior to the strike of 1932, and 
since, ‘there has been no ’ small 
Jamount of unrest amongst the 
Jemployees at the head post office, 
Jand the time has come for the 
authorities when they have reached 
‘settlement in the present dispute, 
to take precautions against a re- 
currence of such incidents. Mi: 
contents who endeavour to wield 
the strike weapon in so essential 
4 service as the post office, for the 
Purpose of imposing their will 
‘upon those controlling it, irrespect- 
ive of the rights or wrongs of the 
‘questions involved, are resorting to| 
8 practice which cannot be excused 
and should be dealt with accord- 
ingly. Their grievances, if they 
fare well founded, should” be fairly 
‘considered and justly dealt with, 
but that it should be possible for 
the workers to hold up the postal 
service over a question which can 
only remotely concern the rank| 
and file, if at all. is lkely to pre- 
‘sent situations having about them 
jall the qualitics of opera boufe. 
JConsequently not only should this 
present strike be adjusted as soon 
‘as possible, but precautions should

to think only exist to be plunder- 
ed. Fascism presents the views of 








has uridoubtedly been started be- 
tween the two schools of thought, 
[those who do not belong to trades 
junions are beginning to realize the

[fully speaks. Social democracy, as

Perhaps the most significant 
jutterance of Mr. Citrine's was that 
in which he stated that Com- 
fmunism was no longer a menace 
to the workers. That is probably 
Jquite true; it is more likely to be 
jan ally than a menace, and it is 
[because of this that two Fascist 
organizations have sprung up in 
England. It is possible to agree 
with him that Fascism as it at 
present exists, specially in its 
foreign form, is something which, 
Jdoes not. readily commend itself 
to the British character. Of that 
there can be but little doubt, 
for it entails the loss of a 
Jdegvee of personal and political 
liberty which the Briton having 
Jearned after a long and bitter 
struggle, and having come to re- 
gard it as his prescriptive and in- 
falienable right, would consent to 
its loss neither to Fascism nor to 
Labour, nor to Communism. But 
{if it has to come to a decision be~ 
tween the three forms of dictator 
ship there is little doubts that a 
very large proportion of British. 
public opinion would incline  to- 
wards Fascism and against either 
Labour, which has had its op~ 
portunities and becn found want- 
g, ot Communism which has set 
Jsuch an awful example in Russia. 
This is not to be taken as support- 
ing Fascism. Even the type 
‘advocated by Sir Oswald Mosley 
5 little 10 commend itself to 
those who revere British political 
institutions. It represents -just as 
much an_ attempt to foist an un= 
popular form of government upon 
constitutionally minded people 
fas anything which Labour of Sir 
[Stafford Cripps may have in mind. 
The absurdities of the Mosley 
system are only equalled by the 
horrors, economic, political and 
social ‘which arc’ threatened by 
the access to complete power of 
Jeither Labour in its present state, 
Jor Communism. But if the coun- 
try at large had to choose betweon 
the eccentricities of the Mosley- 
ites and political inefficiencies and

ANI the public 
is concerned with is not the nature 
of the movement in the Head Post 
Office, but with the effects upon 
Itself, and, whether the movement 
Is to'be called a strike on not, the 
effects were that to all intents and 
purposes Shanghai was cut off 
from communication with the outer 
world by mail. The situation from 
the polnt of view of the public 
was undoubtedly serious and a 
prolongation of the present dispute 
‘and + behaviour of the workers 
must uljimately have resulted in 
compliclffons in the industrial and 
commercial communities which even 
now will take not only time but 
also expense to adjust. It should 
be pointed out that many features 
of the dispute were similar 
to those of the strike of 1992, 
which it has to be admitted was 
‘on @ much larger seale and involv- 
ed other post offices besides that 
‘of Shanghal. ‘The issues raised 
then were to a ‘very large extent 
those which were involved this 
week, and the cause of. the 
trouble seems to be that the move= 
ment towards the seitlement of 
those issues which was commenced 
tn 1992 does not appear to have 
made that progress calculated to 
satisfy the desires of those who 
began the original strike. 

Tt will be remembered that the 
postal strike of 1932, involving no 
fewer than 3500 employees, broke 
‘out on May 22, when the mact 
ery of Shanghai's mails was thrown 
completely out of gear. There wasno 
disturbance, but there was a com 
plete cessation of postal service to 
Shanghal. Two days later, owing 
to the swift action taken’ by the 
municipal authorities to cope with 
the situation, an organized staff for 
a temporary post office was brought 
together, and on May 24 this was 
already ‘in full working order. It 
could not, of course, deal with in- 
coming mails, because the ship 
ping companics were not empow- 
ered to hand the mail bags 
‘over to anybody except members 
of the Postal Union, though it was 
anticipated that had matlers gone 
fon much longer than they did, 
some attempt would have been 
made to secure the consent of the 
Chinese Government to the re- 
coipt by this temporary organiza- 
tion of incoming foreign mails fo 
the purpose of distribution. ‘The 
arrangement under which this 
emergency post office operated 
was that Letters destined for delivery 
in China and in foreign countries 
were accepted on a franking sys- 
tem, the mail sorted and despateh- 
ed to Hongkong, where tt was 
stamped and forwarded to the ap- 
propriate addressees. The system 
did not have a long time in which 
to operate, for on May 27. three 
days after its commencement. and 
after the strikers’ demands had 








to work and the emergency postal 
service ceased to operate. The 
whole ineident proved the ability 
of the authorities of Shangha! to 
handle such an emergency as was 
jereated by the strike of that year 
Jand affords every justification for 
believing that not only would the 
institution of such a system be of 
great benefit in the future, 
ut it might relieve the com- 
munity of at least some of the 
disadvantages accruing from an 
other dispute such as the one now 
ended. 

Tt will be noticed that there is 
no intention on the part of this 
journal to seek to allocate any 
blame for sthe recent unfortunate 
state of affairs. It is conceivable 
that the proper adjustment of all 
the issues raised in 1932, the de~ 
mands tn connection with which 
jwere accepted in principle, must of 
‘necessity have taken some consider- 
fable time to work out, and that 
such questions as the amalgama- 





Bank with the General Post Office 
is one of the items with regard to 
which it does not seem unreason- 
able to suggest that a period of a 
little over two years is not too 
long in arriving ‘at a final settle- 
ment. Be that as it may, the only 
point with which the general pub- 
lic of Shanghai is concerned was 
this second threat of disruption in 
lig dlaily business. Sufficient has 
already been shown in the columns 
lof this paper to indicate that 
large establishments have already 
suffered very considerable in~ 
Jconvenience. Naturally it is to 
be assumed ‘that smaller under- 
takings suffered at least _pro- 
portionately and, when all is 
said and done, the commerce of 
this very large’ port underwent a 
briet blockade by the postal workers 
jwho sought thereby to impose their 
will upon the Chinese Govern- 
ment. In the circumstances, with 
the interests of Shanghai” being 
bandied backwards and forwards 
between the postal workers and 
the higher authorities as if it were 
some shuttlecock, a time must come 
when the innocent vietims of other 
people's mistakes should take action 
lo minimize as for as possible the 
inconveniences and losses to which 
they were being subjected. Tt 
might have been just as dificult 
in 1936 as it apparently would 
have been in 1932 to obtain de- 
livery of the incoming mails, and 
to that extent it is likely ' that 
Shanghai must suffer when such 
Incidents arise. ‘The institution 
of an emergency post office, being 
justified by precedent, seems to be 
the best possible means of carrying 
jon some sort of attenuated service

creating impressions in the minds 
of those not acquainted with the 
Far East not only not favourable, 
‘but definitely antagonistic to the 
foreigners residing in China 
Instances of this are so common, 
and some of such recent occurrence 
that they must be fresh lin the 
minds of readers. 

Their work has been rendered 
all the easier by the fashioning of 
glib nicknames indicative of con- 
tempt, which have easily caught 
‘on, and have, of themselves, served 
to’ assist in creating a hostile 
atmosphere in which everything 
good which can be said of the 
foreigner in China is * rapidly 
stifled. All this is particularly true 
of certain aspects of life in Geneva, 
and that all this has been adroitly 
handled, may readily be seen when 
it is remembered how well the 
Chinese were able to present their 
case against Japan, and how easily 
that country’ was ‘outdistanced by 
the former in the matter of pro- 
Paganda. Mr. Arnhold has cf- 
fectively dealt with the misstate- 
ments which he finds in  M. 
‘Martin's book, but it is necessary 
‘to emphasize ‘the point that while 
‘a seetion of the foreign community 
may be correctly described as die- 
hard, it is comparatively small 
‘compared with those who, seeing 
and appreciating the Chinese point 
Jot view in the issues which are 
from time to time raised, never- 
‘theless are desirous of seeing that 
[whatever change is ultimately to 
be made in the status of the 
foreigner in China, it shall be ef- 
fected under proper safeguards, 
jand at a speed commensurate with 
the growing ability of the Chinese 
to assume the responsi ‘which 
‘would thus devolve upon them. It 
is not a fact that the foreigner has. 
not been secking to prepare by 
transitional measures for the pro- 
Jaressive disappearance of thei 
privileges. The fact is that at con- 
siderable expense, and through the 
jextended and careful labours of 
Judge Feetham a report on the 
fwhole situation of Shanghai 
prepared in which the cases for the 
JChinese and the foreigner were, 
amply considered and means shown 
whereby both could see the ac- 
complishment of the maximum of 
their desires by a gradual process 
[best fitted to all the aspects of the 
problem. That that report has got 
no further then official pigeon- 
fholes is no fault of the foreign 
community of Shanghai. That 
responsibility lies at other ‘doors. 

The fact that the Fectham report 
has not been acted upon, save in 
regard to those matters with which 
‘the Council could itself deal, is a 
matter, not for criticizing the

Jt should be stated that it cannot 
for one moment be believed: that 
jin writing what he did he was 
Janimated in any way by anything 
out a desire to be. seruputously 
fair, Tt is possible that, during his 
stay in China, he w:

Tf that version of the 
matter be accepted he has’ unwite 
tingly done Shanghai a grave 
injustice, the responsibility of 
which he cannot escape, but an 
leven graver reproach can. be 
levelled against thore, who, know:

check smuggling at the British 
feolony.

"The measure has been under con- 
sideration by the Government for + 
‘considerable time and it is believes 
that it will shortly be adopted and 
enforced. 

‘Blaming the low import tariff as 
being responsible for the heavy 
influx of foreign goods, an oficiat 
statement by the Kuangtung provinel- 
fal government announced to-day the 
schedule of the “protective tax." or 
Father tariff surcharge, on different 
goods from  foreigm countries and 
laces outside the province which are 
Stated to be competing with home- 
made goods. 

The statement declared that the 
industrial depression in Kuangtung 
was due to the competition provided 
by imported goods, which, if un- 
checked, would “bring about | the 
bankruptey of many industries." It 
fg alleged that, owing to the low 
tariff, foreign goods are cheaper than 
native products. 

"The special protection “tax” ranges 
from 40 per cent. to 50 per cent. of 
the present tariff rates, and in some 
ceases the rate is about 50 per cent. 
‘0d. valorem. 

Hongkong goods affected by the 
new tax are cotton piece goods, 
rubber products, electric 

and fittings, singlets, a 
socks. There is already 

cent. surcharge on cotton piece 
goods from Hongkong, and now the 
New tax has been increased to £0 
per cent. This increase has had an 
adverse effect in piece goods from 
Shanghai, as the tax. is ‘applicable 
to commodities from foreign  coun- 
{tries or anywhere outside Kuangtun 

‘The Customs authorities here hav? 
‘no information about the new tax.

Drought Creating Pathetic 
Scenes 
Front Oun Own Consssroxoit 


Hangchow, Aug. 25, 

Hangehow is a city of ‘rivers and 
streams and yet the people continue 
to cry out for water. Here is'a water 
famine in the land and the oldest 
inhabitant cannot remember ‘& period 
of drought such as this, so prolonged 
and severe, (Since this was written 
‘the drought has broken.) 

It is pathetic to see young and old, 
with tea-pot, kettle or other small 
Vessel in hand, hurrying hither and 
thither in quest of drinking water, 
fo enable them to “pass over the 
day.” Most of the wells are 
dry for, so far as Hang: 
chow is concerned, during the past 
few months the heavens above have 
been brass and the earth has been 
fron. In fact, over extensive areas 
of Cheklang ‘felds are parched “and 
gape with cracks, and green ti 
fare withered at” the roots. Wi 
was said of an ancient country is 
caually true of Chekiang to-day, 
“The rain of the land is powder and 
dust.” “Instead of the usual autumnal 
scenes of beauty and bounteous har- 
‘vests, the landscape has been turned 
into ‘a wilderness of dry and barren 
wastes. It makes one ‘weep to see 
the immense acres of rice absolutely 
scorched through the heat, and lack 
of water. 

‘The authorities of the City Water 
Works must be at thelr wits end in 
trying to cope with the urgent de- 
mand. and, inerening needy ofthe 
Populace. The water supply, piped 
to the homes of the people, and the 
various distributing centres of the 
city, is wholly inadequate in this 
ime of crisis, And, moreover, the 
feneral cry of the people concerning 
‘his automatic supply is not. very 
complimentary, for they say "th 
water is “not’ ft to drink, ‘and cat 
only be used for cooking.” Hence 
the amxlety of multitudes, seeking 
some friendly neighbour owning 
‘well that has not run dry, 

Women folk flock to some corner 
of the West Lake to. wash their 
clothes, but even here the waters of 
this desirable spot are becoming de- 
solate. It is alarming to see. this 
leturesque spot fast taking on the 
Jappearance of a mud flat.

More 
cities have been captured, more dis- 
{rlets recovered and more grounds 
regained, and the bandits have been

tlon is, therefore, quite different trom 
what it was half a year ago. 

From October, 1998 to May, 1924,

CHINESE SENTENCED 
FOR MURDER 


Found Guilty of Killing 
British Boy 
Hongkong, Sept. 7 
After retiring for‘an hour and’ a 


half, during which the jury returned 
to the court to seek furiher direc- 


sad tions from his Lordship, the Chiet 


Sustice, a verdict of guilty was re- 
turned last night in the case of Ng 
Lol-yuen, a Chinese who was charged 
with the murder of Michael Pine, 
youthful son of a British soldier 
stationed here. 

‘The verdict was accompanied by a 
recommendation for mercy. Prior to 
the Chief Justice passing the death 
sentence upon accused, he assured 
the jury ‘hat thelr "merciful re- 
‘commendation would immediately be 
forwarded to the proper quarters. 

‘The passing of sentence yesterday 
‘upon accused brought to a conclusion 
‘one of the most sensational murder 
trials in the history of the Colony. 
‘Accused was charged with having 
‘caused the death of the young boy 
by throwing him into a nullah near 
‘the Peak tram station, and, follow- 
ing protracted proceedings, the fore- 
man of the jury, announced on 
August 23 that they were unable to 
agree upon thelr verdict. ‘The jury 
was discharged and a new’ trial 
ordered. 


Foreigners’ Splendid Work 

It will be recalled that, on June 
22, five foreign children, two of them 
tithe girls, were thrown into a nullah 
which was swollen with water as the 
result of torrential rain, by a Chi- 
Rese who ran amok. But for some 
splendid work by four foreigners, 
wo of them soldiers from the South 
Wales Borderers, and a Chinese 
chair-coolie, who rescued the five 
children, it is possible that death 
would have claimed at least three of 
them, 

‘One of the victims of the attack, 
Michael Pine, was swept out into the 
harbour, where he was picked up 
‘unconscious by Pte. O'Kelly of the 
‘South Wales Borderers, He was im- 
mediately rushed to. the hospital 
where he succumbed that night, The 
other children fortunately escaped 
with minor cuts and bruises, 

On the night of June 22, a Chinese 
‘was picked up from the’ nullah in 
the vieinity of the Peak tramway, 
the scene of the attack. He was 
found to be suffering from a frac- 
ured skull and was incapable of 
speech, but some days later w 
Identified by the four other victims 

thelr assailant, 

‘The defence contended that Ng 
Lol-yuen was not the man who had 
‘hurled the children into the nullah. 
‘Only one of the children, Mary 
Pine, sister of Michael, was’ called 
‘upon to give evidence—Reuter.

Nanking will be the scene of the 
frst international medical conference 
to be held in China on October 2, 
when the ninth congress of the Far 
Eastern Association of Tropical

in Manila in 1908, and consists of

profession in Far Eastern territories.

TRAGIC DEATH 


Lt. ARH. Walker Killed in 
Climbing Accident 


Hongkong, Sept. 5. 

Lieut. A. RH. Walker, of HLMES. 
Whitshed, the only son of Rear- 
Admiral” AE. Walker, retired, 
Bournemouth, and former Commo- 
Gore of Hongkong, was killed yester- 
Haay. in a. fall from a rock while 
climbing near Mirs Bay.

KUANGTUNG GOLD 
RUSH 


Precious Metals Found: 
Officials Step In 


Canton, Sept. 5. 

‘The discovery of several important 
minerals, including gold, copper, and) 
wolfram, is reported trom ‘Toishan, a 
Kuangtung distrie, and has aroused. 
Considerable interest in. provincial 
Fecoustruction circles. 

Reports appearing in the Chinese! 
press indicate that of late the dis- 
triets of Enping, Kaiping, Taishan. 
(Tolshen), and” Kiangmen (Kong. 
Moon) have been ‘the scene of a 
lextensive gold rush. 

"The gold ts distributed over a fairly 
large area and exists in both alluvial 
‘and reef deposits. 

‘According to mining engineers who 
have been exploring. these districts, 
the geological features of the area 
are very favourable to large deposits, 
not only of gold, but of other miner: 
als such as iron, tin, and woltram. 
The country consists largely of a 
series of sediments of sand, limestone, 
[And shale, which at some period was 
Infltered with @ mase of granite. A 
‘reat number of ‘ssure veins, com- 
‘posed mainly of quartz and wolfram, 
Occur throughout. It is reported that 
‘around ‘Tolshan both the formation. 
‘Of the soll and the presence of water 
favour hydraulic sluicing or, perhape, | 
even the installation of dredges. 

‘Some of the natives in the districts 
where the finds have been made. 
have made a fortune, but the 
authorities have now pul a stop to 
thelr operations. Heavy’ “armed. 
guards are being placed in the 
vVielinity to protect the state's interest. 
It is stated that since the discovery 
of gold in the Tal Tu Po. shan 
mountains, over $2,000,000 worth of 
precious ‘metals have been taken 
from. the hills by” villagers and 
rospectors.—Reuter.

LARGE GERMAN

Up on October 1 


‘The Bureau of Pinance of the 
Greater Shanghal Municipal Govern- 
ment announce that on and after 
October 1, the quarterly charges on 
vehicle licences and munlelpal rates 
fn residential houses will be definite- 
ly. inereased as follows: —

Memories of History-Making Events

Accompanied by 
his wife and son, Mr. Richard Bon-| 
sal, Mr. Bonsal hag managed to keep| 
his) presence in Shanghai more or! 
less unknown, for as he explained, 
he held the view of his former dis- 
tinguished chief, Mr. James Gordon 
Bennett of the “New York Herald” 
who always “remarked to reporters| 
that he’ “refused to take his own 
medicine.” 

However, the

China once he was cornered. 

“When I was questioned by re- 
porters some years ago, In Peking 
he observed, a glint in’ his eye be- 
traying his appreciation of the quip 
“they considered me such an old~ 
timer then that they asked me whe- 
ther or not.

Safe, Comfortable Vehicle at 
Reasonable Cost 


‘The new standard model for public 
rickshaws made its bow to the com- 
munity 8n Tuesday at a public view- 
ing at the Rickshaw Inspection Depot, 
630 Kungping Road, 

‘The model is the result of many 
‘weeks of painstaking effort on the 
part of the Rickshaw Board and 
others and in putting it on exhibition 
the Board) members—Mr. P. W. 
Massey, Col. M, ‘Thomas Tehou, and 
Mr. Anson Wong—point out that they 
have attempted to produce a vehicle 
which is at the same time safe, re- 
sistant to weather, comfortable, easy- 
running and not too expensive to 
manufacture or keep in condition. 
‘The cost complete is $105. 

Details of the model were 
plained by the Board as follows:

(0) Lamps are of adequate et 
clency, but as it is very dimeult to 
‘obtain’ good rear lights with good 
front lights from a single pair of 
Jamps, a red glass disk has been 
fixed in the middle of the back pane 
to catch the rays of a motor vehicle’ 
headlight, 

(UD ‘The license plates as hung on 
the axle are easily visible, but at 
the same time not so unsightly as in 
‘the present arrangement, 

(12) The weight, while rather more 
han that of the present public rick- 
shaw owing fo the higher standard 
‘of material used, is still below that 
‘of most private’ rickshaws. More. 
over, the vehicle is so well balanced 
and ‘easy running that the added 
weight will not be felt. 

No "Brake Provided 

It will be noted that no brake is 
provided. After several trials the 
conclusion was reached that, while 
desirable in theory, brakes would be 
‘2 sourco of danger unless maintained 
in perfect order, and as such care 
of upkeep was very unlikely it was 
better not to rely on them. 

Tt is thought that criticism of the 
model may take the line that it is 
not sufliciontly distinguishable from 
‘2 private rickshaw, but it is sub- 
‘mitted that the enamel licence plate 
‘on the left mudguard and the good 
sized enamel tariff plate on the right

‘They 
called in the master of the ship 
who sent a radio message to the 
Shanghal-Customs authorities and a 
doctor was sent to the Tungehow t> 
render whatever ald he could to 
Levakoff, When the doctor boarded 
the vessel, Levakoff was found un- 
conscious. 

He was sent to the Russian 
‘Orthodox Hospital immediately after 
the Tungehow's arrival in Shanghai 
‘and he died at 1185 am. on Thurs- 
day. 





Responsibility for Fire

carefully, I fail tofind a single argu 
ment that jg based on “fact”, the 
Jwhole article dealing purely" with 
“surmise”. The article sels. forth! 
what it calls two diametrically op- 
posed and conflicting statements made 
by Lord Barnby, the head of the 
mission, one statement being made to 
‘the Japanese and one to Reuters. 1 
Ihave “carefully studied * both these! 
statements and fall to see that they 
fare diametrically opposed. Both 
statements lay particular stress on 
‘the fact that’ the mission is not 
political and although the statement 
Made to the Japanese “that it is the 
desire to connect Great Britain, Japan 
and ‘Manchukuo with the chains of 
friendship,” the weekly in question 
should note that without such friend- 
[ship trade relations are not possible 
T fail to see why the publication in 
jquestion should misceonstrue this as 
Meaning political co-operation. 


Might I remind it that Great Bri- 
tain entered into a Trade Agreement 
with Soviet Russia, which lt speedily 
threatened to cancel if Soviet Russia 
failed. to release the Vickers’ eng- 
ineers? No question was raised at 
tbat time as far as Lam aware, either 
fin the British or Soviet Press, that 
Britain had any intention of making| 
Ja political alliance with Sovie, Rus-| 
sia, so why the Chinese Press should 
now misconsirue the object of the| 
FBI. mission as a desire to renew 
the Anglo-Japanese Alliance, T fail 
to understand. 

‘The weekly paper in support of its 
Jarguments, further quotes a forecast| 
by Sir Frederick Whyte which ap- 
[peared in an article in the June issue| 
Jot “Pacific Affairs", the Organ of the| 
Tnstitute of Pacific Relations. Al- 
‘though Sir Frederick in this article, 
Jadmitied thay what he had sald was! 
only. speculation—purely surmise 
again—yet the paper seizes this 
lopportunity of questioning the pos- 
sibility of America and Great Britain 
Jnot working in harmony in dealing 
with the various problems of the 
Pacific. 

If it will ease the mind of the paper| 
in question, I would state that it is 
‘my firm opinion, that whatever im- 
Dbroglios arise either in the Pacific or 
in-any. other part of the world, 
America and Great Britain will stick 
together. As the late Lord North~ 
liffe stated at a dinner at which 1 
was present, which was given to him 
by. the Anglo-American Association 
in Peking, Great Britain and America| 
must elther “hang together or “hang 
separately.” 


Further, the weekly quotes a state- 
ment by Mr. Louis Beale, the British 
Commerical Consellor in Shanghai, 
‘as advorating Britain's recognition of 
‘apan’s importance in the Far East as 
the means of “iaying the foundation for 
[permanent co-operation with Japan.” 
Mr. Beale, being a Commercial Coun 
fselior, T am sure would not expect 
‘any other than a purely trade con- 
‘struction to be placed on this state- 
ment any more than he would expect 
4 political construction to be placed 
‘upon his very brilliant championship 
‘of British trade co-operation with 
China proper, which he made in his 
‘speech ‘at the combined China Asso- 
lation and Chamber of Commerce 
‘dinner which was given in his hon- 
our shortly before his departure 
for England to wake up British 
manufacturers to” the tremendous 
trade possibilities in China in, general. 


My sympathies are all with the 
Chinese in the fight they are making 
to get their country ona sound in 
dustrial footing, but my advice to 
‘them is to be patient and “not rock 
the boat” So far they have nothing 
but surmise, to work on their 
Jassumption that the forthcoming.

‘Arohold thatthe Feetham Report 
breathes sympathy with the Chinese 
feeling in almost every page! 1 do 
not remember any Chinese spokesmen 
jwho commented favourably on the 
sympathetic attitude of the Report. 
|The foreign councillors of the SMC. 
where satisfied with the Report, and 
they had it translated into Chinese. 
How many copies were sold? 1 
vusderstood that it was not a best 
seller! 


1 wonder also how many people 
jwould characterize. the Feetham 
Keport as “masterly.” It was an ex- 
Phaustive report; It was well-written. 
Hit was {ull of interesting details and 
data, but was it masterly? I have a 
feeling that if the Report had been 
masterly, then London and Washing 
ton might have received it’ more 
favourably. I heard of one eminent 
‘Englishman, an authority on inter- 
national affairs (who was somewhat 
Jconnected with Mr. Justice Feetham’s 
appointment) who was considerably 
Jdisappointed with the Report. Yes, 1 
think it would be quite interesting 
to learn whether the British Foreign 
JOMice would designate the Report as 
masterly.” Of course the “Morning 
Post" is conservative, so I can quite 
imagine that they might think the 
Feetham Report was a masterpiece. 


One other minor criticism 1 have 
to make is with regard to Mr. 
Arnold's statement about the 
practical results of the administration 
Jof the International Settlement, when 
he says that “it is not afraid fo sub- 
ject them to impartial examination.”

Sm—It is of interest to foreign 
bondholders to note that Nanking 
officiaidom is distressed at reflections 
upon the stability of China’s finances. 
There is no question but that certain 
of her loans do stand out prominately 
a5 a remarkable example to the world 
‘of financial strength, these loans, 
however, are a first charge upon the 











Customs revenue and are, in a sense, 
under control; indeed they were the 
direct cause of there being a foreign 
served customs revenue. Other loans 
are not so high in price or in the 
estimation of the financial world 
owing the security, though consider- 
‘ed good, being still subject to mea- 
sure of political influence and lacks 
that guarantee so necessary to com 
mand fnaneial respect 

London, however, though agreeing 
to the general stability, pointedly 
‘gives prominence to certain loans as 
constituting “black spots". e 
case of the Tsin-Pu issues, which are 
‘now supposed to be secured upon the 
Customs revenue, they are over nine 
years in default. This despite the 
fact that during the years 1932 and 
1993 the net revenues are reported (9 
have totalled over $10,000,000, sufl.- 
cient, to pay more than three’ years! 
interest on the outstanding loans or 
over seven years’ defaults on. the 
British portion of these loans, Lon~ 
‘don also comments upon the failure 
‘of the promised arrangements 10 
meet the defaulted interest, bi 
which, according to current rumou 
have in no one year been suficier 
to clear onethird of one year's tn 
terest, 

Such being the case how can the 
spokesman of the Ministry of Pinance 
‘expect other than criticism of China’ 
aititude toward certain of her loans, 
which, although contracted by the 
defunct Peking Government, is now 
source of considerable revenue to 
the Nanking Government?

‘The, establishment of an arbitral 
tribunal of mixed nationality for « 
period of fitteen years in the event 
of the Saar voting to return to 
Germany when the plebiscite 
held next year, is advocated in an 
alde memorie addressed by M. Louis 
Barthou, French Foreign Minister, 
to the League of Nations. 

‘This is advised because the 
French Government considers that 
more complete measures should be 
adopted for guaranteeing the secur- 
ity ‘of the voters and assuring the 
rights of inhabitants to property 
and money contracts. 

In order to avoid long delays, the 
aide memoire suggests that a ‘pre 
liminiary agreement should be 
drawn up between Germany and 
France on the price of the mines in 
the Saar whieh Germany must pay 
to France in the event the plebiscite 
favours a return of the territory to 
Germany. ‘This agreement ‘will 
stipulate that the price should be 
paid in gold before the mines are 
evacuated, 

‘The aide memoire adds that, in 
the event of the Saar deciding to 
maintain the status quo, France is 
willing to hand over, on equitable 
terms, a large part of the mines to 
the Saar Territory itself—Reuter,
